Young and Swope to Be 
Questioned on Affairs of 
Investment Holding Com- 


pany.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Open- 
jing the Senate investigation of the 
collapse of the Insull utility empire, 
Ferdinand Pecora, the new attor- 
ney for the Banking and Currency 
Committee, developed today that 
four members of the Insull family 
put themselves in a position where 
they- could have made profits of 
$24,690,000 in the formation of the 
Insull Investment Co., one of the 
several holding companies created 
by Samuel Insull, The company is 
now in receivership; Insull is in 
Greece, a fugitive from justice. 

The witness today was Samuel 
Insull Jr., president of the company 
before it went into the receivers’ 
hands, who testified to the various 
agreements, contracts and options 
his father, his mother, his uncle,, 
Martin J. Insull, ,and himself had 
on 1,214,000 shares of common stock 
ef the company at prices ranging 
from $7.54 to $15 a share. The first 
day the stock was listed on the 
Chicago Stock Exchange it sold at 
$30 a share. The next day the quo 
tations ranged from $33 to $40 a 
share. In August, 1929, just before 
the market crash, the stock sold 
for $149 a share, although it had 
never paid a dividend up to that 
time. 

“Spade Work” for Others. 

The testimony today appeared to 
be “spade work” for more impor- 
tant witnesses to be heard this 
week. Owen D. Young, chhirman 
of the board of the General Elec- 
tric Co., was prepared to testify 
today but was notified that he 
would be called tomorrow. 

Gerard Swope, president of the 
same company, notified the com- 
mittee that he would be in Wash- 
ington for testimony Friday. 

Others who have been ‘subpenaed 
include former Vice-President 
Charles G. Dawes, Melvin A. Tray- 
lor, president of the First National 
Bank of C:.icago; Paul H. Davis, 
president of the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change; Harold L. Stuart and C. T. 
MacNeille, both of the Halsey, Stu- 
art Co., which handled Insull se- 
curities. 

Calculations by Pecora. 

Pecora's calculation of the pos- 
sible profits to the Insull family on 
the Utility Investment Co. deal was 
based on the market price of the 
common stock the iirst day of 
trading. Had he used the maximum 
market price reached, the possible 
profits would have soared into the 
hundreds of millions. 

Young Insull, who is only about 
33 years old, was a bashful wit- 
ness. He talked slowly, carefully 
measuring his woras and constant- 
ly conferred with older associates, 
who supplied him with detailed in- 
formation and documents. He was 
hazy about the purposes of the va- 
rious options and contracts, but 
was positive when he tdld of his 
own losses through holding his se- 
curities in his father’s companies. 

Pecora developed through young 
Insull’s testimony and the records 
of the utility holding company that 
the four members of the family had 
deposited securities in operating 
companies worth approximately 
$11,730,000 on the days the deal 
took place. In return for these se- 
curities the Insull family, in addi- 
tion to preferred stocks, received 
764,000 shares of common stock and 
rights to buy 450,000 shares more 
far below the market prices. With- 
out computing the value of the pre- 
ferred stocks, Pecora argued that 
the value of the common stocks 
and rights amounted to approxi- 
mately $36,420,000 the first day the 
common stock was listed. 

764,000 Shares at $7.54. 

When the company was formed 
in December, 1928, the Insull family 
was granted the right to buy 764,- 
000 shares of common stock at 
$7.54 a share. Young Insull said 
that this award was in lieu of de- 
creased interest on the preferred 
stock they received in exchange for 
the securities of the operating com- 
panies. The next month the board 
of directors approved an agreement 
with the elder Insull whereby he 
could purchase 250,000 shares at $12 
a share. A contract carrying out 
this agreement was signed on Jan. 
17, 1929, the first day the stock was 
listed and when it was selling at $30 
a share. 

It was this block of 250,000 shares 
that the Insulls parceled out to 
their friends in the so-called “fa- 
vored list,” which was one of the 
disclosures of the receivership hear- 
ings last year. Insull let these peo- 
ple in on the common stock at $12 
a share. 

Pecora sought to prove that the 
approval of this agreement was 
merely a nominal procedure be- 
cause none of the directors other 
than the Insull family had a real 
financial interest in the investment 
company. With two exceptions, the 
directors were either members of 


the family, Insull officers or direc- |

tors. Young Insull denied this 
charge and started to talk about the 
“moral obligation” of directors 
“these days.” 

“T am not talking about ‘these 
days,’” Pecora retorted. “I am talk- 
ing about those days back in 1929.” 

29,640 Sold at $65 a Share. 

After the hearing, Pecora said 


of an option the Insull family had 
to buy 200,000 shares of the common 
stock at $15 a share. The only ref- 
erence he made to this block of 
stock was concerning 29,640 allotted 
to young Insull, which he sold when 
the market was around $65 a share. 
Young Insull said he sold this 
stock to make up for the “hard 
cash” he was losing through his ac- 
ceptance of reduced interest on his 
preferred holdings. Pecora figured 
that over a period of five years he 
would have lost $590,000 interest on 
the preferred stock, whereas he 
had had a possible profit of $1,482,- 
000 through the exercise of his op- 
tion. Insull said that some of the 
stock he had turned over to another 
Insull company at $40 a share. Pe- 
cora pointed out that still left him 
a paper profit on this block of $25 
a share. 

“Went Down With the Ship.” 
Insull testified that, before the 
stock was listed, the listing com- 
mittee of the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change questioned him about the 
common stock and rights allotted to 
his family. The witness said he 
did not know how the first day 
price of $30 a share was reached, 
and explained that he and others 
had guessed before listing that the 
quotations might reach as high as 
$25 a share in six months. By that 
time it was actually selling at over 
$150 a share. 

The rosy-cheeked former presi- 
dent of the company complained 
that he had gone down with the 
ship and today was deeply in debt. 
“I don’t think you deserve credit 
for going down with the _ ship,” 
Chairman Norbeck observed, “un- 
less you knew the ship was going 
down. The farmers have gone

SENATH (MO.) BANK CLOSED

FRANCE TRYING TO COLLECT 
FROM THE TAX DODGERS 


Kew Wealthy Persons in Country 
If Income Returns Are 
Correct. 
PARIS, Feb. 15.—Tax dodgers in 
France are nervous as the Govern- 
ment is turning the searchlight on 
every possible means of revenue in 


order to balance a budget with a 


$400,000,000 deficit. 

Figures published recently on 1931 
tax returns show that only 10,000, 
000 Frenchmen out of a population 
of more than 40,000,000 pay for the 
upkeep of the state. 

The Government this year 
asker for $2,080,000,000. 

If tax declarations for 1931 are 
correct, France possesses few rich 
persons, for only 2.3 per cent of 
those who paid income taxes 
claimed incomes of $4000 or more 
and only 7.6 per cent admitted in- 
comes of $2000.

JOBLESS MINE COAL 
FROM ST. LOUIS LOT 


Heat Homes With Fuel They 
Dig From Ground on 
South Side. 


Six unemployed men are heat- 
ing their homes with coal they are 
mining from a lot on Lawn ave- 
nue between Parker and Fairview 
avenues, 

The men, who say they are 
skilled laborers, who have been 
unable to find work for about a 


year, have turned the vacant lot, 
35 feet wide and 175 feet long, with 
a vein of soft coal four feet in 
depth, into a strip mine. For the 
last two weeks they have dug coal, 
which has no commercial value. 
Much of it resembles rotted wood. 

“The coal gives plenty of heat, 
but burns in a hurry,” said Gerard 
Gamache, 6201 Hancock _ street. 
“We haul away about two tons a 
day, which we distribute equally.” 

The workmen operate their coal 
bed with hard shovels, steel points 
and sledge hammers, The surface 
mire is shoveled away first. Then 
the walls are torn away with sledge 
hammers. The slack is separated 
from the coal by an improvised 
screen, made of two-inch mesh 
steel wire.

HOUSE VOTES FOR ST. LOUIS 
- ALDERMANIC RESOLUTION 


Adopts Proposal to Submit Pro- 
posed Amendment to Change 
Method of Election. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 15.— A 
joint and. concurrent resolution for 
submission in the 1934 election of a 
proposed constitutional amendment, 
which would permit election of 
members of the St. Louis Board of 
Aldermen either by wards or by 
citywide vote, instead of only by 
citywide vote as at present, was 
adopted today by the House. It now 
goes to the Senate. 

The amendment would strike out 
the constitutional section relating to 
provisions of the charter of the 
City of St. Louis, the present re- 
quirement of “at least one house of 
legislation to be elected by general 
vote,” and substitute an authoriza- 
tion of a “house or houses of legis- 
tion to be elected by general ticket 
or by wards.” Under this proposal 
the legislative body of the city 
could be made up of one or more 
houses, whose members could be 
elected by wards or by general city 
vote, as may be prescribed in the 
charter. 

The resolution for submission was 
introduced by Representatives 
Schick and Hess of St. Louis. 


BUDGET BILL INTRODUCED 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 15.— 
The Executive Budget bill, the last 
of Gov. Park’s legislative program, 
was introduced in the Senate to- 
day by Senator Donnelly, majority 
floor leader. 

The bill places the responsibility 
for the preparation of the oudget 
on the Governor, and directs that 
the chairman of the State Tax 
Commission shall be budget direc- 
tor. It authorizes the Governor to 
provide for the installation of a 
uniform system of accounting in 
all departments and insttutions of 
the State.

SENATE VOTES, 98:23, 
T0 TAKE UP REPEAL 


Issue Joined Between Outright 
Elimination of 18th Amend- 
ment and Limited Control. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15. — The 
issue was joined in the Senate to- 
day between naked repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, with the re- 
turn of the whole liquor control 
question to the states, and a limited 
form of repeal which would leave 
police powers over the saloon in the 
constitution. 

By prearrangement, the Senate at 
1 o'clock took a roll call vote on the 
Blaine motion to lay aside the 
pending business and take up his 
resolution, reported from the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, for sub- 
mitting to the states a limited re- 
peal amendment. 

The Blaine motion prevailed by 
58 to 23, the outright anti-prohibi- 
tionists, such as Wagner of New 
York and Tydings of Maryland, 
voting for _it in order to bring the 
repeal issue before the Senate. Both 
the Missouri Senators, Patterson 
(Rep.), and Clark (Dem.), voted to 
take up the proposed amendment. 

Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic flcevr leader, immedi- 
ately offerec two amendments, one 
to submit the repeal issue to the 
decision of state convention instead 
of Legislatures, the other to elim- 
inate the police powers carried in 
the Blaine proposal.

Under It Officers May Sus- 
pend Withdrawals and 
Call in: Finance Commis- 


sioner for Décision.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb 16. — 
A wide departure from the old 
banking laws of Missouri was taken 
today in the passage by the Senate 
of the McCawiley bill for bank mor- 
atoriums. Amendments adopted in 
the Senate will rcquire that the 
bill be repassed by the House, but 
that will be a question of only a 
few days. 

Under its provisions the officers 
or board of directors of any State 
bank may suspend payment of 
checks or withdrawal of any as- 
sets whenever in their opinion the 
bank is threatened with a run. 

The suspension of payments may 
continue for six banking days, 
within which time the State Fi- 
nance Commissioner shall be called 
in to take charge of the bank and 
reach a decision as to whether it 
can be placed on a solvent basis. 

The Finance Commissioner will 
have power to operate the bank 
for a period of 60 days under such 
regulations as he may see fit to im- 
pose. He may receive deposits and 
cash checks, or he\may limit the 
amount that may be withdrawn by 
any depositor. j | 

If in this 60-day period the com- 
missioner can work out a plan un- 
der which he believes the bank 
may continue to operate safely, and 
that plan is approved by the own- 
ers of 85 per cent of the deposits, 
the plan will become effective. 

Under the old banking laws, 
whenever the commissioner took 
charge of a bank it became defi- 
nitely closed, except in rare  in- 
stances, in which reorganization 
plans were put into effect. Under 
the new law, if the commissioner 
decides the bank cannot be re- 
opened, he will proceed to liquidate 
it. 

The act carries an emergency 
clause and will be in effect as soon 
as the House repasses it and the 
Governor signs: it.

NEW O S, Feb. 15.—Sena- 
tor Huey P. Long called Harley B. 
Bozeman, former chairman of the 
Louisiana Tax Commission, a “Ifar” 
today, when he testified that Long 
as Governor had ordered him to 
double the tax assessment of . the 
New Orleans Times-Picayune, the 
New Orleans States and the New 
Orleans Item and two New Orleans 
department stores, D. H. Holmes 
Co. and Maison Blanche. 
Chairman Howell (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, of the Senate committee inves- 
tigating John H. Overton’s election 
to the Senate, called Senator Long 
to order and the Senator begged the 
committee’s pardon. 
Bozeman testified that, while 
Governor of Louisiana, Huey Long 
demanded and received undated 
resignations from O. K. Allen, then 
chairman of the State Highway 
Commission, now Governor, Jess 
Nugent and I. W. Gajan, all of the 
Highway Commission. 
The witness further testified that 
Senator Long kept a “pledge book” 
in which he required various State 
officers to sign their names, saying 


in effect that they would do as Huey 


Long told them. He said O. K. 
Allen’s name headed the list. 


Didn’t Trust Anybody. 


Bozeman said the undated resig- 
nations of the three Highway Com- 
mission oficials had been found in 
Huey Long’s room at the Heidel- 
berg Hotel at Baton Rouge in the 
presence of himself and Miss Alice 
Lee Grosjean, at that time secre- 
tary to Gov. Long. 

Bozeman said Senator Long had 
told him that he “didn’t trust any- 
body,” and they had to “sign on the 
line,” 

J. S. Porter, a dismissed employe 
of the State Conservation Depart- 
ment in the North Louisiana gas 
fields, testified today he was 
“forced to contribute” 10 per cent 
of his salary check for September, 
1932, “to the Overton campaign,” 
an dthat he was let out in the 
month following after he had pro- 
tested against the deduction. 

Representative Overton told the 
Senate committee that Earl Long 
had told a “damnable falsehood” 
when he testified yesterday that 
Overton was to get $200,000 if a 
proposal by the Nashville Bridge 


Co. to build toll bridges in the 
State had been adopted. 

Overton made his statement in 
answer to testimony offered yester- 
day by Earl Long. Overton said 
Earl had testified that a fund of 
$700,000 would be paid if the Nash- 
ville Bridge Co. deal with the state 
had gone through, and that his 
share would have been $200,000. 

“There never has been a more 
damnable falsehood uttered from 
a witness stand,” said Overton. 
“There was no such fund and I 
had no share in any such fund.” 


Acted as an Attorney. 


Overton told the committee his 
connection with obtaining power 
line franchises on state highways 
was merely as an attorney operat- 
ing under existing laws and that he 
had not obtained any franchise as 
a favor of ex-Gov. Simpson, which 
Earl Long has charged. 

Overton said an amendment to 
the State Constitution providing 
for the building of eight toll 
bridges was adopted by the State 
Legislature, but the legality of the 
manner in which it was adopted 
was contested because of a dispute 
over the vote majority. 

He said that as a result there 
was a serious objection to issuing 
the bonds until the litigation had 
been decided and that Robert W. 
Williams of the Nashville Bridge 
Co. “came to my office and em- 
ployed by firm to attend to legal 
business in connection with the 
contract by which he proposed to 
build the bridges for the State.” 

Overton said he took the matter 
up with Gov. Long and Allen, chair- 
man of the Highway Commisison, 
and a special contract was drawn 
up providing for the bridge com- 
pany to build and operate the 
bridges, the State later to take 
them over after the bonds were is- 
sued. 


“T believe the contract,” said Over- 
ton, “was very advantageous to the 
State of Louisiana. It meant the 
immediate erection of the bridges 
and savings to the State of about 
$1,250,000 which represented the 
bridge company’s lowest estimate 
as compared to the figure esti- 
mated by the Highway Commis- 
sion.” 

He said this all took place in the

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DEATH OF MISSING 
ILLINOIS BANKER IN 
MEXICO REVEALED 


Widow Collects $2000 In- 
surance of Asher R. Cox, 
Xenia Man Who Looted 


Depository. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

XENIA, IIl., Feb. 15.—Payment of 
a $2000 death claim to Mrs. Emma 
Finty-Cox by the Modern Woodmen 
of America has led to the disclosure 


that her husband, Asher R. Cox, 
who disappeared mysteriously 11 
years ago after looting the Orchard 
City Bank here, of which he was 
president, died more than three 
vears ago in Guadalajara, Mexico. 
Efforts to establish satisfactory 
proof of his death were complicated 
because he was known in Mexico 


as “Dr. William Walker.” It was 


not until after his death, on Dec. 17, 
1929, that papers were found in his 
personal effects which disclosed his 
true identity. 

Investigation by the fraterna!

a supplemental memorandum, 
which he explained, “states my own 
conclusions in my own language, 
placing emphasis where I think it 
belongs.” 

Smith differed with the other 
members of the committee some- 
what in his recommendations for 
emergency action. Both agreed 
that the recapture clause should be 
repealed, retroactively, and both 
agreed that reorganization should 
be facilitated, but Smith specifical- 
ly proposed that a special debtor re- 
lief act should be passed with a 
special provision for railroads, its 
operation to be definitely declared 
to end on Jan. 1, 1935. 

The committee recommended 
prompt revision of the statutory 
rule of rate making, asserting that 
the old theory of trying to base 
rates on “fair return” on appraised 
value should be junked, and adding 
“we see no reason why the rate- 
making rule should not say in plain 
English that the railroads are en- 
titled to make a reasonable profit 
bused on costs of efficient opera- 
tion, and that they are not entitled 
to earnings merely to preserve pres- 
ent structures if overcapitalized.”

Regional 
consolidations should be hastened 
and, where necessary, enforced, 
looking eventually to a single na- 
tional system with regional divi- 
sions and the elimination of all ex- 
cess and obsolete lines and equip- 
ment. Neither hoiding companies 
nor any other device should be per- 
mitted to hinder consolidation or 
evade the letter or the spirit of reg- 
ulatory law.” 

The committee pointed out in 
this connection that “it has been 
estimated by good authority that 
several hundred million dollars, or 
enough to pay interest on a large 
part of the outstanding railroad 
bonds. can be saved.

| The third recommendation was 
that “railroads should be permitted 
| to own and operate competing ser- 
| vices, including water lines, but 
regulatory jurisdiction should be 
extended to water rates and prac- 
tices in coastal, inter-coastal and 
lake shipping to relieve commerce 
of present chaotic conditions.” In 
this connection, it was urged that 
Congress should promptly clarify 
its intention on the long-and-short- 
haul clause of the transportation 
act. 
Next, the committee recommend- 
ed that Government assumption 
“of all or part of the tosts of 
inefficient or competing transport 
as a defense against monopoly is; 
no longer warranted and should be 
abandoned... . Governmental com- 
mercial operation of the actual fa- 
cilities of transportation, such as 
barge lines, should not be contin- 
ued. 

“Creation and maintenance, by 
Government, of competing methods | 


of transport, where the result is’ 
not (as in the case of the Panama 
Canal) to provide more efficient | 
service at a lower cost, but only) 
(as in some inland waterways) to 
maintain at the taxpayers’ expense, 
more costly and less efficient ser- 
vice, can no longer be justified as 
a defense against monopoly.” 

Dubious of St. Lawrence Project. 

The projected St. Lawrence wa- 
terway was discussed with consid- 
erable skepticism. 

“It is clear from our studies that 
the peculiar type of lake bulk car- 
riers is far more efficient than 
any ocean freighter and from this 
fact, the area of economy is re 
stricted practically to savings in/| 
the cost of transshipment. But our | 
studies also show that, in no rea- 
sonable probability, could this mi- 
nor saving be enough to approxi- 
mate even the carrying charges of 
the project. 

“Our waterway policy for the 
past few years has averaged a cost 
of about $100,000,000 annually and 
tremendous projects involving hun- 
dreds of millions are being con- 
sidered,” said the committee. “Our 
studies show no commensurate 
economic benefit resulting from 
such spending... . At a time when 
the very stability of our system de- 
pends on the balancing of Federal 
expenditures With revenue and the 
sources of taxation .seem almost 
dry, we find it difficult to justify 
this wasteful outpouring of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars for re- 
sults so barren of economic re- 
turns.” 

For Regulation of Trucks. 

Automotive transportation, the 
committee declared, ‘should be 
put under such regulation as is 
necessary for public protection. It 
should bear its fair burden of tax 
but only on a basis of compensa- 
tion for public expenditure on its 
behalf, plus its share of the general 
tax load.” 

The automobile problem was de- 
scribed as difficult, and the extraor- 
dinary flexibility of the automotive 
carrier, both in movement and 
character of service, was stressed. 

“With these advantages it has 
made inroads into railroad business, 
and the difficulties are only partly 
suggested by this short recitation 
of complexities,’ said the commit- 
tee, pointing out that “the problem 
thus presented has been regarded 
as serious in every important coun- 
try and commissions similar to this

committee have convened in sev- 
eral of them.” 

“Our studies clearly indicate that 
in some states,” it reported, “auto- 


motive vehicles do not bear their 
full burden of taxes. We think they 
should pay the carrying 
and the cost of maintenance of the 
highways they use and also their 
share of the general tax load. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
recommends regulation of inter- 
state busses and extension of their 
jurisdiction to include interstate 
trucks. 


For Federal Supervision. 
“The committee believes that the 


situation requires general Federal 
jurisdiction of motor transport. It 
recognizes that no such intimacy of 
regulation as characterizes railroad 
supervision can ever be extended to 
this field, but it is convinced that 
a broad measure of Federal and 
uniform state control can and 
should be applied.” 

While describing wages and con- 
ditions of labor beyond the scope 
of its inqtiry, the committee said 
“there should be no heavier burdens 
on the railroads in employing labor 
to operate automobiles than on 
their competitors. In the railroads 
(as in other industries) rates, capi- 
talization, salaries and wages must 
all follow changing economic con- 
ditions, but none should be sacri- 
ficed for the benefit of others.” 

The committee suggested 
governments might, 
taxes or issuing

hicles not operated by their owners. 
Wage Question. 

On the general subject of wages, 
the committee expressed “regret 
that the labor organizations did not 
see fit to avail themselves of the 
committee’s invitation to submit 
their recommendations on the gen- 
eral subject of our investigation.” 

The.committee found “a consid- 
erable number of obsolete rules gov- 
erning overtime, hours constituting 
days’ work, and restrictions on 


charges | 


structure. 
“The committee does not wish to 


see labor lose any of its hard-won 
improvement in conditions, but it 
believes that the just substance of 
them can be retained without ad- 
herence to obsolete forms, and that 
labor is as eager as the railroads to 
modernize and simplify the struc- 
ture of wages and working sched- 
ules.” 

The committee made no recom- 
mendations on pipe lines, saying 
that at present they did not consti- 
tute a problem. 

After detailed discussion of com- 
peting forms of transportation, the 
committee turned to rate-making, 
saying “where competition with 
trucks and othcr methods exists, it 
will determine rates. In other cases, 
rates must be regulated, but the 
basis of costs of operation under 
efficient management is a _ better 
general guide that any attempt to 
preserve capital structures regard- 
less of economic trends.” 

New Rule On Rate-Making. 

It explained that the basis of rate- 
making on a “fair return” on value 
was probably originally intended by 
the courts as a protection against 
confiscation in individual cases, but 
it had become a rule governing the 
general level of rates, a rule which 
the committee thought should now 
be abandoned. 

“Nobody ever thinks of saying 
that the cost of bricks and mortar 
in an industrial plant should de- 
termine what it shall charge for its 
products. If it can keep its cost low 
enough to earn a profit on what 
its product is worth to the public 
in competition with other products, 
then it is worth from 10 to 20 times 
what it can earn. If it cannot do 
that it is as apt to be a liabiilty as 
an asset. In this sense, the present 
railroad rule puts the cart before 
the horse.” 

The committee pointed to the un- 
wieldy proportion of interest bear- 
ing debt in railroad capitalization 
as a cause contributing to the pres- 
ent crisis. “We distinctly do not 
believe that past mistakes as rep- 
resented by present unwieldy debt 
structures should be salvaged by 
increased fates. The present debt 
structure must bz revised and writ- 
ten off. But, as to the future, we 
do think that rate-making should 
look to the retirement of new debt 
incurred for purcnase of productive 
facilities during their lives and out 
of returns from their use.” 

Suggests Lower Rates. 

After discussion of regulation and 
rates, the committee launched into 
a consideration of what the ‘roads 
should do to help themselves, and 
found that managements had been 
lax in this respect. 

“The railroads should do much 
that they have not done to improve 
their condition without any Gov- 
ernment help at all. They should 
be promptly freed of all unneces- 
sary restrictions on the doing of it. 
It has been estimated that less 
than a 20 per cent increase in traf- 
fic would put most of them on an 
earning basis. In view of the nar- 
rowness of this margin of loss and 
of the very great savings possible 
in railroad operation, we regard 
their outlook as far from hopeless.” 

The committee found that a “very 
moderate movement on the upward 
business spiral would dissipate 
much of the seeming cloud on the 
solvency of many railroads. 

“The committee is not proceeding 
on conjectures of unwarranted op- 
timism, but it does seem that, if the 
margin of loss is as scant as this, 
it is narrow enough to invite some 
robust action in railroad adminis- 
tration to improve earnings state- 
ments—not by increased trafit: or 
Government intervention—but by 
economies and improvements in 
operation, and perhaps by a reduc- 
tion in rates to attract more busi- 
ness. That has been the universal 
action in sister industries and that

Leon, in appearing before the 
committee in its study of economic 
conditions, joined a number of 
other witnesses in advocating mon- 
etization of silver. He suggested 
purchase of 400,000,000 ounces or 
more by the Treasury and the is- 
suance of silver certificates. 

He said that, through the Brit- 
ish exchange equalization fund for 
purchasing gold currencies in the 
open market, England had “the 
control of dollar exchange, and 
consequently the control of Amer- 
ican prices.” 

“That which Britain would not 
for one minute countenance from 
America, she practices every minute 
upon America, with disastrous con- 
sequences to every phase of our 
economy,” Leon said. “Every man, 
woman and child in this country 
is the victim of this ruthless pol-

industry in the world’s markets. 

“If the debt cancelation policy, 
is to succeed, debts must be made 
to appear to Americans to be the 
one insurmountable obstacle in the , 
way of their prosperity. 

“By way of superinducing this 
feeling among Americans, British 
policy is intensifying the Ameri- 
can depression by driving down 
gold (dollar) prices. Gold and sil- 
ver being the only two internation- 
al instruments of exchange, Brit- 
ain uses them as her implements 
of price destruction through the 
exchange equalization fund in the 
West and the Indian silver dump- 
ing policy in the East.”

RECAPTURES TOWN 
PERUVIANS SEIZED 


Tarapaca, Treaty - Ceded 
Port on Putumayo River, 


Retaken With Artillery 


and Planes.

BOGOTA, Colombia, Feb. 15.— 
Colombian troops captured the town 
of Tarapaca this morning, driving 
out a Peruvian force which had oc- 
cupied the Putumayo River port 
80 miles north of Leticia. 

This was the second development 
in open hostilities between this 
country and Peru which began yes. 
when Peruvian planes 
bombed the Colombian gunboat 
Cordoba in the upper Amazon, near 
Leticia, but in Brazilian territory. 

The action at Tarapaca, on the 
Brazilian border, began after the 
Peruvian bombing squadron had 
withdrawn leaving the Cordoba un- 
damaged. Fighting started yester- 
day afternoon, with nugmerous Cas- 


ualties reported on both sides. 
President Olaya Herrera received 
a message from Alfred Vasquez 
Cobo, the Colombian commander, 
reading: 
“Our flag floats on the hills of

For Supreme Court conventions 
there will be one delegate from each 
county, one from each legislative 
district in counties having more 
than one district, and one for each 
2500 voters of the party in St. Louis. 

Nominations for Judges of courts 
of appeals will be made in separate 
conventions of delegates from the 
courts of appeals districts who are 
members of the Supreme Court 
convention. 

All delegates will be elected at 
the primary in August. Circuit 
Court conventions in St. Louis, St.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
F all the myriads of panaceas and 
nostrums that have been presented for 
restoring industry and curing depression, 
none has come so near tracking the var- 
mint to its lair as your editorial, “Put 


“It would, in our opinion, be better for 
the country if industry put the people 
to work without any immediate expecta- 
tion of profit. In no other way, appar- 
ently, can the purchasing power be re- 
stored. . . . We have the greatest indus- 
trial nation in history. It is the best or- 
ganized, the most aggressive, the best 
officered. Do its great power and its 
governing genius lie solely upon the side 
of profit making?” 

It most certainly does, and industry 
can never be restored with profit making 
as the sole motive for its operation. That 
is precisely the thing that upset the ap- 
ple cart, but is now an event of ancient 
history. Then, how are we to put the 
people to work when a “handful of 
bankers sitting upon the directorates 
which govern all industry” tell us wage 
earners cannot be suftably employed un- 
less someone can make a reasonable prof- 
it from employing them? By Congress, 
awaiting, as Senator Thomas says, a “nod 
and whisper” from the banks? By the 
Senator, pleading with them to “face the 
facts, meet the issue and permit the na- 
tion to live’? Since when did the Repub- 
lic have to depend upon a handful of 
bankers for permission to survive? Who 
said the American people would not 
stand for a dictator? 

When the nation’s industry and all 
human activity are imperiled by the ar- 
bitrary contro] of bankers, are we to 
plead with them to permit the nation to 
live? Are their machines of industry, up- 
on which the masses must depend for a 
living, are these moguls for’ grinding 
sweat and blood into profits, more sa- 
cred than human life and survival of the 
nation? If the bankers do not volunteer 
to put their machines to work in the 
present national peril, then, conscript 
them and “Put the People to Work’— 
profits or no profits—and you can argue, 
plead and await the “nod and whisper” 
of the banks until hell freezes over and 
the fire goes out, but that is what will 
have to be done if the nation is to live.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial, “Put the People to 
Work,” is highly commendable and 

the questions propounded regarding the 
banking fraternity are very appropriate; 
especially in view of the recent state- 
ment of Senator Thomas of Oklahoma 
while attending a banquet in New York. 
I can conceive of no spectacle more piti- 
able than our Congressmen, who take 
the oath to defend the Constitution, be- 
ing obliged to plead with dictatorial fi- 
nancial interests for the life of our coun- 
try. The spectacle becomes more tragic, 
since the Constitution (Article 1, Section 
8) contains the following: “The Congress 
shall have power to coin money, regulate 
the value thereof. .. .” ' 

Undeniably, the fact that banks are 
loaded down with money having nowhere 
to go only contributes further to the ex- 
isting money famine that is militating 
against the return to normalcy of this 
God-given country of ours. The return 
to normalcy may be speedily assured and 
our Government retrieved from the self- 
ish interests controlling it, if the Con- 
gress will discharge its duty to the whole 
people by immediately enacting into law 
one of the two following proposals, or 
combinations thereof: 

(1) Revaluation of the gold ounce to 
at least twice its present value, and or 

(2) Remonetization of silver as is be- 
ing contemplated by the coinage commit- 
tees in both branches of the Congress. 

Furthermore, despite the precepts of 
the greatest of all proponents of “mass 
production” and “rugged individualism,” 
in order that the purchasing power of 
the country may be restored, positive and 
immediate action must be taken by the 
Congress to curb mass production and 
increase employment through enactment 
of legislation, somewhat similar to the 
Black bill pending in the Senate, provid- 
ig for a maximum 30-hour week and tax- 


bor-saving machinery. B. D. H. 
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Unless Missouri is to have a repetition of the scan- 
dals that attended smal! loan legislation in 1929, the 
Legislature must put itself immediately on guard. 

Representative McCawley’s small loan bill, fostered 
by the companies engaged in that business, has al- 
ready made remarkable progress in the House. It 
has been reported favorably by the House Criminal 
Justice Committee. It is now on the House informal 
calendar for perfection, with a powerful lobby work- 
ing night and day to put it over with the.least pos- 
sible friction. Items on the informal calendar may 
be called up at any time. 

In order to understand the iniquitous character of 
this bill, it is necessary to go back to 1927. In that 
year, the Legislature passed a comprehensive small 
loan law, following for the most part recommenda- 
tions of the Russell Sage Foundation. It was the 
purpose of this law to rid the State of the more ob- 
jectionable kinds of loan sharks, to safeguard bor- 
rowers and to encourage the higher types of loan 
companies to do business in Missouri under condi- 
tions guaranteeing liberal return on investment. 

By the time the 1929 session had rolled around, it 
appeared that the rate permitted by the 1927 act— 
31% per cent a month, or 42 per cent a year—was too 
high, although the loan companies specifically deny 
this, pointing to equivalent rates in other states and 
to cost statistics. At any rate, the Legislature, feel- 
ing that the 3% per cent rate worked a great hard- 
ship on borrowers, reduced it to 2% per cent a 
month, or 30 per cent a year. ! 

It appeared also that the law needed reform in 
other particulars. The 1929 Legislature amended it 
to strike at the evils of salary buying by making it 
unlawful to assign future wages. It is a historic 
principle of Missouri law that it is against public 
policy for loan companies to gain a stake in wages 
a man has not yet earned, and this principle was 
violated in the 1927 law. The 1929 Legislature also 
added a provision to the 1927 law, making it obliga- 
tory upon loan companies to state in their adver- 
tisements the rate of interest at which their money 
was offered, to avoid deceptive representations. 
These and other improvements were made only 
after one of the bitterest legislative fights in years. 
Charges of bribery were made and investigated by 
the Cole County grand jury. In reviewing later 
what happened, we commented as follows: 


The Cape Girardeau Senator (Russell L. Dear- 
mont) won almost single-handed the greatest vic- 
tory of the session. When Senator Buford, chair- 
man of the Senate Criminal Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee, refused to entertain a motion by a com- 
mittee member to report the small loans bill to 
the floor; Senator Dearmont did what a Jeffer- 
son City correspondent of the Post-Dispatch says 
“any old member of the Senate would have said 
was impossible.” The bill was near the foot of 
the calendar, and Dearmont, over the protest of 
Senator Casey, the Democratic leader and Pres- 
ident pro tem., forced it from its place and made 
it a specia] order of business. In an all-day bat- 
tle with the Senate, the Cape Girardeau Senator 
also hammered down to 30 per cent the 42 per 
cent rate thrust into the House bill by the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee. Nothing like that all- 
day fight has been seen in a Missouri Legisla- 
ture for 20 years. 


The bill now pending in the House proposes to 
undo the reforms of 1929. It would raise the rate 
on loans of $100 and less to 3% per cent a month, or 
42 per cent a year. It would repeal that provision 
requiring advertisements to state the rate, leaving 
the question to the discretion of the State licensing 
official. He “may” require such publication. Also,

he “may” not. The bill further would legalize the 
vicious practice of assigning future wages, the only 
limitation being that not more than 10 per cent may 
be collected on @ single pay day, 

This is pedaling backward with a vengeance. We 
do not know what defense the loan companies can 
make of the other changes in the law, if, indeed, they 
are attempting defense; but their defense of the in- 
crease in rate from 30 to 42 per cent is that they 
are not making money at the 30 per cent rate, or, at 
least, not enough money. According to their own 
figures for 1929 and 1931, loan companies operating 
in Missouri earned 7.08 per cent on employed assets 
in 1929 and 7.51 per cent in 1931. Thus, in the de- 
pression year of 1931, they actually made more than 
in the prosperity year of 1929. One of the largest 
of the loan companies in the year 1932, perhaps the 
worst period in the history of the United States for 
profitable business, earned 3.19 per cent, after all 
charges were deducted. Not a handsome return, to 
be sure, but in refreshing contrast to the red ink 
that now disfigures the balance sheets of so many 
corporations. 

The problem of costs is admittedly a difficult one. 
We may grant at the outset that it is much more 
expensive to make small loans than large ones. The 
costs of investigation and collection are greater, 
though it should be added that losses in the small 
loan business are surprisingly small. Normally, 2 
per cent or less of loans made prove uncollectable, 
but this figure is said now to have risen to 6 per 
cent. That is the inevitable result of genera] uwnem- 
ployment and reduced income of those still employed. 
To offset these additional losses, however, the loan 
companies have enjoyed compensations. For exam- 
ple, they get their money from the banks at less ex- 
pense than formerly. Using their own figures, they 
paid 7.35 per cent for money in 1930, while in 1931 
they got it for 6.98 per cent. 

We make no pretension of saying what, in the long 
run, is a fair interest rate for small loans. We do 
say that it is possible to operate with a profit at 
the 30 per cent rate in a time of unexampled eco- 
nomic hardship, and we cite the companies’ records 
in proof. We contend further that the companies 
have chosen a most inopportune time to ask for an 
increase to 42 per cent. With money more abundant- 
ly unemployed and cheaper than it has been for many 
years, it would seem that a reduction, rather than an 
increase, were in order. In fact, a bill has been in- 
troduced in the Ohio Legislature to reduce the rate 
on small loans from 36 per cent to 18, and in Indiana 
a bill is pending to reduce it from 42 per cent to 24. 

Certainly, this is no time to increase the burden 
of the debtor. A glance at country-wide economic 
conditions shows that the debtor has his back to the 
wall; indeed, so desperate has the condition of farm- 
ers in the Middle West become that they are using 
violence to resist mortgage foreclosures. Urban dwell- 
ers, of whom some 14,000,000 can find no work and 
other millions are working at sharply reduced wages, 
are in the same plight. It seems to us unusually 
cruel to propose to add to the burden of small bor- 
rowers, at the very moment when Congress and Leg- 
islatures of the states are trying frantically to find 
means to relieve debtors, to save their homes and 
farms and make it possible for them to carry on as 
self-respecting citizens. Indeed, the Missouri Legis- 
lature itself is considering various proposals to that 
end. 

We urge the Legislature to defeat the McCawley bill 


as a reactionary, unwise and most untimely measure.

Pending before the Missouri Legislature is a bill 
which seeks to elevate the State bar to the level 
achieved for the profession in other states. 

The bill would organize all the lawyers of the State 
in the “State Bar of Missouri.” Framed for the most 
part by Boyle G. Clark of £olumbia, former presi- 
dent of the Missouri Bar Association, it counts among 
its supporters William T. Jones, president of the St. 
Louis Bar Association; Cyrus Crane of Kansas City, 
president of the Missouri Bar Association, and Guy 
A. Thompson, former president of the American Bar 
Association. 

The reason for this united support by the leader- 
ship of the legal profession in Missouri is evident to 
anyone who goes into the purpose of the bill. Its 
chief aim is to give the bar control over the practices 
of its membership by establishing through law the 
authority and method for disbarment, suspension and 
discipline of lawyers, and to provide penalties for 
violation, of the rules of professional conduct. Since 
membership in the State and local bar associations 
is voluntary, these organizations do not have the 
needed disciplinary powers over non-members whose 
practices subject the bar as a whole to public criti- 
cism. 

As Mr. Jones pointed out in announcing the in- 
dorsement of the St. Louis Bar Association’s Execu- 
tive Committee, the participation of lawyers in the 
return of the bonds stolen from the Grand Nationa] 
Bank is an instance of hcw the acts of a few mem- 
bers of the bar can bring the entire profession into 
disrepute. Obviously, if the legal profession as a whole 
is to be held responsible in the public eye, it should 
be privileged to discipline members whom it consid- 
ers guilty of improper practices or who have violated 
its code. 

The merit of the plan for the “State Bar of Mis« 
souri” is indicated in its structure. Under the bill, 
the State Supreme Court would appoint three mem- 
bers of the first Board of Governors, one from each 
Court of Appeals district, who, with the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, would constitute the State Bar 
Commission to give effect to the act. Permanent 
members of the board later would be chosen by the 
entire bar of the State. This board, with the approv- 


ing or otherwise limiting the use of la- |

the rules of professional conduct. 

The bill has aroused opposition. This is only to 
be expected. Those who describe it as “threatening 
the independence of lawyers” reflect the unsocial 
point of view. In every profession there are those 
who for some reason or other prefer not to join 
with their fellows in raising professional standards, 
and thus place personal ends above the welfare of the 
profession and of the public. No lawyer could object 
to an annual fee of $3, and that is all the proposed 
“State Bar of Missouri” would require. 

Were the bar of Missouri the first to seek such an 
organization, it would be worthy of the State to try 
it as an experiment. Such, however, is not the case. 
California has had its bar organized in this. man- 
ner for six years. According to Charles A. Beards- 
ley of Oakland, who spoke in St. Louis on Califor- 
nia’s experience, it now would be impossible to re- 
peal the statute, so favorably has it worked in prac- 
tice. Alger Melton, former president of the Okla- 
homa Bar Association, had a similar report to give 
to the Missouri bar in his description of Oklahoma's 
advance along the line of prompt and efficient ad- 
ministration of justice under Oklahoma's State bar 
statute. At least seven other states, namely, Ala- 
bama, Idaho, Nevada, New Mexico, North Dakota, 
Mississippi and Utah, have such organizations, while 
bills calling for them have been introduced in a num- 
ber of the state Legislatures now in session, including 
that of Oregon. 

What the leadership of the Missouri bar seeks is 
the means to discipline the ambulance chaser, the 
trickster and the shyster. It is a desire that deserves 
every encouragement. The duty of the Legislature 
is unmistakable. The bill should become a law, and 
Missouri be allowed to take its place among the lead- 
ers in this truly progressive reform. We owe it to 
the reputable men in a great profession which nec- 
essarily shares to some degree the obloquy attaching 
to rascals.

Weak Knees and Strong Banks 


Fear of Wall Street control is chief obstacle to centralized bank system with branches 
of strong banks displacing weak units; latter are mostly mere pawnshops, toppling 
at every business disturbance, says Senator Glass; with adequate laws, big banks 
could be curbed, and country would be saved from suffering caused by failures.

HALL we have pawnshops or real 
S banks? That was the question put be- 

fore Congress and the country by Sena- 
tor Glass of Virginia in defending his bank- 
ing reform bill, which has been passed by 
the Senate. Eighty per cent of the 11,000 
banks that have failed in recent years, he 
declared, have been institutions capitalized 
at less than $25,000 each, “pawnshops set 
up over the country, miscalled banks, that 
have toppled over like tenpins in an alley 
at every disturbance of business.” 

Senator Glass might have phrased this 
question differently and so come closer to 
the heart of the problem. For the real quar- 
rel lies between those who believe we ought 
to preserve our anarchic system, lest by 
changing it we deliver ourselves into the 
hands of a few rich men, and those who 
favor a strong, centralized banking system 
under adequate public regulation or control. 
The first group holds that it would be dan- 
gerous to allow either Washington or Wall 
Street to encroach any further upon our tra- 
dition of economic freedom and individual 
initiative. The second is interested primari- 
ly in stable and efficient banking. The Glass 
bill takes an important though modest step 
in this direction. os 

Among the difficulties now threatening 
the American banking structure, two stand 
out. The first is that instead of one uni- 
form banking system, we have 49 conflict- 
ing and competing systems. In his article 
in the Nation of April 13, 1982, H. Parker 
Willis recommended “the transfer of power 
over banking legislation to the Federal Gov- 
ernment,” by constitutional amendment or 
by agreement between the states, 

“Without this step,” Dr. Willis asserted, 
“we shall go on with the conflict between 
grades of government, with the attempt on 
the part of the states to tempt banks away 
from their Federal charters, with the effort 
of national administrators to draw them 
back by laxity in law or in administration, 
with the craven fear on the part of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System lest it lose members 
through uprightness of administration, and 
with other elements of profound weakness 
that must ultimately bring even more com- 
plete disorganization than that now exist- 
ing.” The Glass bill does not directly touch 
this important aspect, though it seeks to 
strengthen the Federal Reserve System and 
thereby overcome some of the difficulties 
mentioned by Dr. Willis. 


Secondly, there are too many banks in the 
United States, of which the vast majority 
are small, independent institutions which 
for the most part are under-capitalized. Un- 
der competent management, they may sur- 
vive in times of prosperity, but they fall 
very quickly in times of depression. When 
these close, not only are the communities 
they serve deprived of their banking facili- 
ties and huge sums in deposits lost or tied 
up for indefinite periods, but the shock of 
such waves of bank failures disturbs busi- 
ness and finance throughout the country. 

A highly centralized system, such as may 
be found in England or Canada, could af- 
ford to absorb the smaller, independent in- 
stitutions when they are in trouble. It is 
significant that, despite the depression, 
England and Canada have had very few 


bank failures. In the United States there 


is no bank or group of banks _ strong 
enough to take over the smaller houses 
and guarantee their deposits. And fear of 


the power of Wall Street thtwarts every ef- 
fort to strengthen or centralize our bank- 
ing system. 

It is probably true that the public is not 
prepared for the concentration of banking 
power in the hands of relatively few 
houses, especially since we have not yet 
had sufficient experience with regulatory 
methods to insure public control of bank- 
ing that would be adequate to prevent 
abuse of power. The sensible approach to 
the problem is through the development of 
branch banking, leading naturally to cen- 
tralization. At the same time, by meeting 
each new problem as it arose, a technique 
of governmental supervision could be de- 
veloped. The Glass bil] seeks to encourage 
precisely this sort of evolution. 


It is, however, not sufficient merely to 
encourage branch banking. There must 
also be intelligent and expert supervision, 
and the Government body charged with 
this task must be given punitive power to 
compel the bankers to abide by the rules 
and regulations adopted. The Glass bill 
would broaden the supervisory and punitive 
powers of the Federal Reserve Board by 
granting authority to remove officers and 
directors of member banks who in its judg- 
ment engage in unsound banking practices. 
That is an important step forward. 

The weak-kneed position assumed by 
many Western and Southern politicians 
with regard to banking reform is altogeth- 
er natural. It is true the failure of the 
bankers in the present crisis has been 
among the greatest of the tragedies attend- 
ing the depression. But the people of the 
South and West should remember that their 
small local banks, being inherently weak, 
appear to be doomed in any event if the de- 
pression continues much longer. Would it 
not be better for these communities if the 
larger banks were permitted to take over 
the local institutions for the purpose of 
keeping them open and serving their com- 
munities? 

Obviously this would place tremendous 
power in the hands of relatively few banks. 
But with adequate public control, particu- 
larly with respect to the activities of in- 
dividual bankers, this would constitute no 
great menace to our economic structure. Of 
course, if public contro] broke down, as it 
would do if the bankers were allowed to 
capture the Federal Reserve Board, there 
would be no alternative left except national- 
ization of the whole banking system. No 
one will seriously argue that it would be 
easier to nationalize our banks under the 
present relatively chaotic conditions than 
it would be if the banks were drawn to- 
gether in a strong, centralized system. That 
is the direction in which we are moving. 

We have it within our power to decide 
whether the road toward a uniform and 
sound banking system is to be strewn with 
the wreckage of innumerable small, inde- 
pendent banks. The new system could as 
well be built upon strong branch banks op- 
erating in every community and serving the 
interests of the country as a whole. 
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U.S. War Debt Opinion 


Stuart Chase in Scribner's. 


ONSIDER the matter of war debts, 

blackening the front pages of two conti 
nents as I write. Mr. Coolidge succinctiy 
and quite finally set forth the accepted 
view: “They hired the money.” They cer- 
tainly did. Hired money must be paid back 
in a money world. There is nothing more 
to be said. 

But if we turn to the real world, it is 
immediately and conclusively apparent that 
the debts cannot be settled. They repre 
sent commodities used up and shot away 
in a war 15 years ago. Keep your eye 
steadily on tangible materials. The only 
Way our sometime Allies can balance the 
account is to ship tangible commodities 
back. This we will not permit—or better, 
our manufacturers will not permit. 

The United States has steadily shipped 
about 10 per cent of its goods stream abroad 
since the war and allowed, grudgingly, only 
a smaller stream of commodities to bs 
shipped back. We have tlus persistently 
presented foreigners with a net balance of 
goods. In 1929 we raised the tariff and made 
it still more difficult for goods to be in- 
ported. We have already absorbed the bulk 
of the world’s gold supply. We will not 
take paper, and we will not take goods. 

From the physical view, the only way to 
settle the war debts that I can think of is 
to have our debtors declare a new war, blow 
our fleet out of the ocean, pulverize our 
land defenses and land the required tonnage 
of French cosmetics, English cutlery and 
Czecho-Slovak boots and shoes along the 
Atlantic coast. 

“They hired the money,” but never in the 
real world can we receive more than a tiny 
fraction of that money back—not unless wé 
eliminate the tariff and plump solidly for 
an unfavorable balance of trade. Yet it is 
safe to say that 99 Americans out of 1 
follow Mr. Coolidge with fidelity; pathologt- 
cally demanding financial miracles which 
the laws of physics simply do not allow.

' Mary Wigman, the eminent Ger-

series and Miss Wigman’s second 
|appearance in St. Louis. 

| There is no disputing Miss Wig- 
man's exceptional ability or her ex. 
traordinary training. The mental 
and physical control that she ex- 
ercises at all times are quite ap 
‘parent in every movement she 
‘makes and the effects she contrives 
‘are always arresting. But for some 
reason which this reviewer will not 
attempt to locate, Miss Wigman's 
‘ideas when appearing alone seemed 
‘more unified and better thought out 
‘than they were last night with the 
iresult that their projection was 
‘much more expressive. 

With but few exceptions the 
choreography of the whole group 
was neither exciting as a manifes- 
tation of an emotional ferment nor 
‘intelligible as the symbolization of 
rational thought. What remained 
then was a good deal of rather ec- 
centric posturing and occasionally 
interesting arrangements of mass 
and line. Moreover, one was less 
and less convinced by these dem- 
'onstrations that dancing was ca- 
pable of standing alone as an art. 

Historically and psychologically 
the movements of the body have 
always been employed to enhance 
either the communication of a ra 
‘tional idea in words or the expres- 
‘sion of subtle emotional states by 
|music. Miss Wigman starts, of 
|course, without words and then 
| discards all music except such lit- 
tle as is necessary to outline a few 
| rhythmic patterns. By so doing 
i she would have us believe that she 
‘is giving the dance the possibilities 
of a new and hitherto unrealized 
plasticity. The opposite effect 
seemed to be in evidence. Instead 
of being made more expressive it 
achieved an effect that was some- 
thing like a black and white repro- 
duction of a Rubens.

From Death of Schaaf, Farley Says 


Notwithstanding rumblings at Al-, 
bany, it was considered unlikely | 
that the Boston heavyweights | 
death would bring about any ban | 
on boxing.
